BRITTLE, parchment-yellow 
old Englishman of 8&7 sits be- 
mused these days in a com- 
fortable Hampshire cottage on the 
English countryside, wondering what 
he should do about his windfall of 
aimost $15,000 from the _ strange 
“Veiled Lady” of fact, not fiction. 
Aged Captain F. O. Sutton has no 
use or need for the small fortune that 
came down to him through devious 
routes from_a mystery-cloaked distant 
cousin who disappeared for two dec- 
ades and who still occupies a place 
in the unfinished business files of 
scotland Yard. 


Authorities are still hoping that 
Captain Sutton may throw some light 
upon the strange emotional impact 
that in 1920 sent Florence Ethel 
Appleyard scurrying away from her 
Winifred and her magnificent 
mansion in the ancient resort city of 
Bath, England, on a weird odyssey 
whose course never has been tracked. 

But as this is written, nothing he 
has. been able to recall has aided in 
solving the mystery. 

Against his will and disturbing 
to his quietude, Captain Sutton’s 
dwindling path of old age crossed that 
of “Aunt Florence,” as she was 
known, when her will turned up the 
other day, two years after her death. 


sister 


She had passed from the mortal 
scene at the seaside town of Bognor 
Regis in 1944. Death of “The Woman 
in Black” or “The Veiled Lady,” by 
both of which names she was iden- 
tified almost through the length and 
breadth of the British’ Empire, had 
instituted a new appraisal of the 
few facts Known and _ discoverable 
about her strange life. 

The Appleyard sisters had money 
and property. 

They owned the sizable mansion 
in Bath, a town patronized by British 
royalty for ages past. They had, in 
addition, another summer home near 
by; a villa at Super-Weston-on-the-Sea, 
a well-equipped cottage in Dartmoor 
and, so far as records indicate, the 
remains of an old-time smuggler’s 
den known as “Snail’s Castle” in the 
southern county of Devonshire. 

Yet from al! of this almost-feudal 
possession, “Aunt Florence” one day 
in 1920 “took a walk.’ Dressed com- 
pletely in black, an ebon veil con- 
cealing a face that once mighf have

been beautiful, she left her 20-room 
mansion in Grosvenor Place, then the 
most fashionable section of Bath 

Rumor said there had been a 
violent quarrel between the two 
sisters. Trouble-makers chalked the 
word “Murder” upon the welcome mat 
and even upon the _ bronze-studded 
oaken door of the mansion. Amidst 
these dire inferences, neighbors re- 
membered that “Aunt Florence” took 
with her a little brown dog. 

From every point in England and 
the Empire from which Miss Apple- 
yard subsequently was reported, a 
little dog of one sort or another 
always was there, and always brown. 
One time it was Worcester, another 
time Dorking down in Surrey where 
John Keats wrote his immortal odes 
and the late Jimmy Walker spent his 
honeymoon with Betty Compton 

On another occasion’ Florence 
would be in Canada, always with a 
little brown dog, no one ever to know 
whether it was the same one or a 
new one. Always.this strange lady, 
older every year, called her pet 
“Jackie,” and asked for assistance in 
its seemingly unavoidable fits. 

What could have prompted this 
woman in the prime of her life to 
cut herself off suddenly from. se- 
curity, wealth, luxury and material 
pleasures to wander alone? 

Some say that she and he 
who died in 1925, half a decade after 
Klorence had quit the Grosvenor Place 


Sister, 
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house in Bath, had quarreled bitterly. 
Over what? Spinsterhood? Religion? 
Politics? Music? The landscaping of 
the estate? The gardener’s peculiar 
ities? The question of whether India 
or China or Ceylon tea should be 
served for the curate’s visit? 

Only a few facets of the mental 
quirks of the “Veiled Lady” of Bath 
were revealed as the years went on 

It is firmly established that in 
1931, some six years after he 
Winifred died, the “Veiled Lady” went 
back to her old house. She stood in 
the refuse-littered front 
saw the warped front door, the 
unhinged shutters, the 
graded and velveted lawn, 
tered with broken roof tiles, shatte) 
copper eaves and remnants of chi 
ney pots. 

That was back in 1931. A 
working on the grounds of a 
near by was diverted from his 
the barking of a dog and he 
startled to see the mysterious 
old lady peering from beneath he 
at the dilapidated house 

He recognized her as “Aunt 
ence.” tecalling all the str: 
stories, including the resurrectio! 
bones from beneath the front 
that later turned out to be those only 
of a long-buried pect animal, he 
dropped his rake and bolted to 
her. 

But she was too quick for him. 
She darted into a wheezy taxi that 
had brought her to the house, and 
that was the only occasion she had 
been seen in the town where she 
already had become a legend. 

Florence Appleyard’s will showed 
an ostensible fortune of about SS0,000, 
She had intended her money for a 
wide variety of beneficiaries. 

gut attorneys found that her 
strange and uncharted wanderings 
had cut deeply into her holdings. 
Except for mildewed furniture and 
carpets in the Grosvenor Place house 
and an astonishing accumulation of 
suitcases and trunks picked up on 
her journeys, the “Veiled Lady” died 
with only $15,000 left. 

This is what was handed to Cap- 
tain Sutton, who for years has lived 
on England’s dole and prides himself 
on being a charter member of Brit- 
ain’s “Nobel Order of Poverty.” At 86, 
comfortable as he is and set in his 
ways, he has more use for memories 
than he has for money. 

And if he knows why “Aunt Flor- 
ence” acted the way she did, he is 
keeping the information to himself.

of Pennsylvania, salesmen Knocked on doors and, 
with those words, introduced Dutch farmers to 
one of the slickest swindles of modern times. 

They were selling stock in the Altoona Glass 
Casket Corporation.

Glass caskets were hygienic, esthetically satis- 
fying, impervious to the ravages of time. In a 
little while they were going to be as standard 
a feature of the American scene as bathtubs. 

“Grab this opportunity! “Get in on the ground 
floor! In a matter of weeks your investment’s 
bound to be doubled, tripled!” 

Dazzied farmers bought. They bought with 
cash, Liberty bonds, jewelry, household staples, 
heirlooms, everything in the way of collateral 
they could scrape up. 

But the only people whose investment doubled, 
tripled, were the officers and employes of the 
Crager System, Inc., the stock promotion house, 
in whose de luxe New York quarters the project 
had been conceived. 

In a few weeks the Crager outfit made over 
$100,000-—and not a glass casket had been sold. 

Then, with a pop heard all over the country, 
the bubble burst. Justice was meted out at a 
trial that resembled nothing so much as the 
spring opening of the circus.

(jJlass caskets, as claimed, certainly were 
hygienic, pleasing to look at and durable 

They had their faults, howeve kor one ’ 
no amount of effort seemed able to produce a 
glass casket longer than five feet one inch—-a-fact 
which greatly limited their use, 

OR another, they were so heavy the deceased’s 

pallbearers would have had to be derricks; for 
a third, they showed a tendency to crack 

In trying to lick these defects, the Glass Casket 
Corp. drifted onto financial roeks. There it re 
mained until! its attention was caught by 
paper advertisement, inserted by the Crage 
tem.

“We have financial aid for legitimate corpora 
tions needing new capital _to continue opera 
tions...” ran the ad. 

So the Altoona Glass Casket Corp. got in touch 
with the Crager System, Inc., of New York, and 
then its real troubles began.

Thus they would be 
buying at 50 cents a 
share, with the pretty 
Sure expectation of un- 
loading their. holdings 
at 2. 3 or more dollars 
a share. 

Not until this was 
agreed upon would the 
main point, the list of 
stockholders, be men- 
tioned. ‘Then the Cra- 
rer man would remark 
casually:

Frank Crowninshield, editor of Vanity 
Fair, had given her a start writing 
captions. From Vogue and Vanity 
Fair, She had gone on as dramati 
critic of that brash upstart, The 
New Yorker, and in those days she'd 
met Campbell 

The late Robert Benchley

Hlow they might 
have much in common, their friends 
didn’t know, he gay and happy-go 
lueky, she writing one dismal poem 
after another, sandwiched in between 
Short stories, polished in style and

Sometimes then, as now, she had 
a wry humor.

Campbell, after a period acting 
juvenile roles in stock, turned to 
screen writing, then the drama.

FEATH laughs at people who fear 

dentists and _ doctors. John 

Smith consults his doctor about 
aiump on his neck. It doesn’t hurt, 
but Smith is worried it may turn 
out to be cancé@r. 

A weil-trained physician does not 
make a decision He checks 
his considered judgment with modern 
methods of diagnosis. 

For cancer there is no single, 
simple test. Using a local anesthetic, 
the doctor might start his diagnosis 
by deftly removing a tiny piece of 
tissue from the !ump on Smith’s neck. 

If the microscope shows cancer, 
the doctor does not stop here. He 
knows that particles break away from 
most cancers and are carried to other 
parts of the body through the blood. 

The doctor now looks for places 
where the cancer may have started 
or spread. 

He X-rays bones for malignant 
vrowths. Then he may inject opaque 
fluid into stomach, bowels or bladder 
so they too will show up in X-ray. 

Next he uses other tools of today’s 
diagnosis——delicate searching instru- 
ments. He may examine the patient’s 
-hroat: with a mirrored esophago- 
scope; his windpipe with a broncho 
scope. Or he may inflate a body 
cavity to make it easier to examine. 

Whatéver the diagnosis, John 
Smith did right to consult his doctor 
early. Chances for cure are three to 
eight times greater for cancer which 
is diagnosed and treated early.

tive If Rh positive blood reaches 
the bloodstream of an-Rh negative 
person, antibodies eventually are set 
up which literally destroy Rh _ posi- 
tive hlood cells 

Thus an Rh negative person may 
receive one or more transfusions of 
Rh positive blood without. immediate 
ill effects. Sut antibodies resulting 
from these transfusions may In a 
later transfusion of Rh positive blood 
destroy the fresh blood intended to 
save the patient. The reaction may 
cause serious illness or even death. 

This also can happen to the Rh 
positive baby of an Rh _ negative 
mother. During pregnancy, the in- 
fant’s blood may become mixed with 
the mother’s, and antibodies created 
in the mother’s bloodstream 

In a later pregnancy, these anti- 
bodies may get into the child's sys- 
tem, destroy the baby’s Rh positive 
cells, and cause trouble. 

Every person about to receive a 
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transfusion and every couple expect- 
ing a child should be tested for the 
Rh blood factor. Doctors now can 
prevent transfusion reactions due to 
the Rh factor. 

Further, they often can forecast 
blood disease before a child’s birth, 
and save the baby’s life by prompt 
transfusion of blood of proper 
th type. 

The searchlights of diag 
nosis were aiméd recentiv at two 
serious diseases Savannah, 
Ga., conducted 
to uncover tuberculosis and syphilis. 

Not only did this large-scale diag 
nosis reveal 3,000 unsuspected cases 
of syphilis

lesions characteristic of tuberculosis, 
but it saved years of suffering for 
countless well people who might 
otherwise have been infected. 

How did Savannah do it? They did 
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it with the cooperation of State 
health department, the local 
culosis Association, and other 
munity groups. 

They used recently developed mass 
case-finding techniques. To bring 
TB out Of hiding, they used X-ray, 
the disease detective which shows up 
the shadows of tuberculous lungs. 
X-ray reveals even the early stages, 
when -tuberculosis is still a “silent” 
disease without danger signals like 
fatigue, coughing and fever. 

Only a few years ago, scientists 
developed a new X-ray machine called 
the photofluorograph which can take 
chest pictures of 500 persons a day 
on its miniature film With this 
diagnostic aid, Savannah was able to 
X-ray 74,311 people in 45 days. 

Under a national plan using all 
our resources, we could X-ray every 
adult in the country in five years. 

Tuberculosis victims who find 
out early about their disease, and 
receive sanatorium treatment, usually 
recover. But the longer they wait 
for diagnosis and treatment, the 
smaller their chances of getting well. 

Just as important, each tubercu- 
losis patient who is discovered and 
treated saves dozens perhaps hun- 
dreds——of other people- from the dis- 
ease. 

Savannah's two-way survey tracked 
down syphilis with blood tests. Blood 
samples of the city’s residents were 
examined for the spirochete, the cork- 
screw-shaped syphilis germ which 
causes one out of every eighf cases 
of blindness, attacks about 250,000 
persons each year, brings hundreds 
of babies into the world dead, fills 
every 12th bed in our mental hos- 
pitals, and kills thousands annually. 

Most of these afflictions strike in 
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the later stages of syphilis. If the 
disease 1S diagnosed early, most cases 
can be cured in nine to 14 days with 
penicillin, alone or in combination 
with arsenical drugs. 

The Public Health Service co- 
operated -not only with Savannah's 
health department in the city’s case- 
finding survey, but also in syphilis 
tests In several other communities, In- 
cluding Birmingham, Oklahoma City, 
Louisville, and New Orleans. 

The diagnostic methods used are 
not new, but the mass technique is 
relatively recent. With it local heaith 
agencies, assisted by community 
groups, can do much to improve the 
health of their citizens. 

Tuberculosis, this country’s first 
killer tn 1900, has been forced back 
to seventh place The real battle 
against it began when people learned 
the truth about TB—-that it can be 
detected, and when it is, it can usually 
be arrested. 

This same weapon, éducation, by 
a team composed of church, school, 
home and community can wipe out 
venereal disease. The American So- 
cial Hygiene Association is the pio- 
neer private organization leading the 
fight against VD. For almost 40 
years, ASHA has worked to let the 
American people know how VD can 
be prevented and how early diagnosis 
can halt its spread. 
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There are the wonders of modern 
diagnostic devices. “Their promise re- 
mains unfulfilled, however, until their 
results are brought to the individual 
nan, woman or child 

Although widespread, 
health problem today is an individual 
one. Since 1900 we have eliminated 
most of the infectious diseases as 
public health menaces, thereby in- 
creasing the average American life 
span by 16 years. 

Now more of our live to 
become victims of the non-communl- 
cable -diseases of middle age—of dis 
abling arthritis, rheumatie fever and 
mental our two top 
killers, heart disease and cancer. 

We cannot attack these as we did 
typhoid fever, diphtheria and other 
contagious diseases, through water 
milk sanitation,- inoculation -and 
Similiar preventive measures. 

The degenerative diseases of later 
life must be conquered through in- 
dividual treatment The first step 
toward this is accurate diagnosis. 

This is today’s challenge to the 
medical world, to find the basic 
causes of this suffering and death; it 
is a challenge to private physicians 
and to local and £=*(federal health 
agencies, to use our knowledge in 
every community in the United States 
through health services, well planned 
and etficiently carried out.
